Easter 1916: Medals Withdrawn

The 1916 _ Rising 
medals awarded post- 
humously to Thomas 
Clarke and Joseph 
Plunkett - two of the 
signatories of the 
Proclamation - failed 
to sell at auction in 
Dublin (Ireland) on 
Sunday. 


Tom Clarke’s medal, which had been 
expected to sell for up to €120,000, 
was withdrawn by the auctioneer when 
bidding stalled at €80,000. Photo-

Clarke’s medal, which had been expected to sell for up to 
€120,000, was withdrawn by the auctioneer when bidding 
stalled at €80,000. The medal had previously changed 
hands in 2006 for €105,000. 


Plunkett’s medal - which was famously rescued from a 
dustbin where his widow had thrown it in 1941 - was 
appearing on the market for the first time and had an 
estimate of €70,000-€100,000, but was withdrawn at 
€68,000. 


The medals were among the 1916-related memorabilia that 
went under the hammer in Whyte’s History auction. 


Top price was achieved for an original copy of the Proclama- 
tion which sold to an Irish-American collector in Maryland, 
USA, bidding by telephone for €185,000. This was within the 
estimate (€150,000-€250,000). The price was considerably 
lower than the £305,000 paid for another original copy at 
Sotheby’s in London in December. 


Prison diary 


The auction, ironically, was held in the Freemasons’ Hall In 
Molesworth Street - a quintessential remnant of British 
empire architecture - just yards from Leinster House. 


A racecard for the Ward Union Hunt Steeplechases at 
Fairyhouse racecourse on Easter Monday 1916 - an event 
attended by many British soldiers garrisoned in Ireland and 
who were therefore unable to respond immediately to the 
rebellion - sold for €4,000. This was 10 times the estimate.

Courtesy of Michael Alexander, World Mint News: The Mint of 
Austria unveiled (29th January 2018) a new collector coin 
which was released just in time for Easter with its depiction of 
one of the more well-know Easter rabbit figurines in Austria. 
The new 2018-dated collector coin also celebrates the 300th 
Anniversary of the manufacture of porcelain in Vienna. 
Designed by ceramicist and sculptor Michael Powolny (1871- 
1954) around 1930, it is one of the most charming pieces 
ever produced by Vienna’s famous Augarten Porcelain 
Manufactory. The manufacture of porcelain in Vienna was 
established in 1718 by Claudius Innocentius due Paquier 
(1679-1751) after the Dutchman completed a risky mission to 
bring the secret of how to make porcelain from Meissen to 
Vienna. From the outset, the manufactory’s designs were 


ahead of their time, especially during the 1920s. The creative 
input of artists such as Michael Powolny, who co-founded the 
Wiener Keramik, part of the influential Wiener Werkstatte 
workshops, played an important role. 


Available from the 7th March 2018, the silver coin is 
presented in a special vacuum-sealed, colourful, and 
informative blister pack. 


Originating in Germany during the Renaissance, the Osterhase . F 
(literally “the Easter hare”) was a folkloric figure among the Canada’s Royal Portrait Coin 
followers of Martin Luther that judged whether children were 

behaving at the beginning of Easter. Today, the Easter Bunny 

is a far less judgmental figure who brings colourful eggs and 

delicious chocolates for all children, regardless of their behav- 

iour. 


The reverse side of the new Easter coin includes a depiction of 

Michael Powolny’s famous rabbit which has one ear lying flat 

and other raised. It is the positioning of the ears that endears 

this quirky persona with so much life and soul. The adorable 

creature is flanked on the coin by a forget-me-not pattern 

which is also a design from the Augarten Porcelain Manufacto- 

ry. The nine-sided coin’s obverse shows the coats of arms of 
This 2018 one-troy-ounce .9999 Pure Silver Proof Double- 
Dated Coin (with Gold-Coloured Border) with a face value of 
$20 has a diameter of 38mm and weighs 31.39mm, has a 
serrated edge, and mintage was limited to 7,500. This coin 
is to celebrate motherhood, and is based on a Cecil Beaton 
photograph from 1948 Buckingham Palace. 
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Frederick Neil Innes and the Willow Grove Park (vx #96) 


Did You Know......that a bandmaster who made the trombone famous throughout the world left behind a US/Canadian 
token reminding us of an era when Big Band Music was all the rage? 


Frederick Neil Innes was born in London, England, on October 28, 1854. Innes started his 
musical career at the age of eight as a member of the choir of St. Paul’s Church, Knightsbridge, 
London, England before going on to study the trombone, piano and violin at the London Conserv- 
atory of Music. 


At the age of 20 Innes came to Boston to ply his trade as a trombonist. Before long he was 
dazzling everyone with his trombone solos. At 21 he left for Paris to play the Follies Bergere a 
new and exciting venue where he quickly made a name for himself. When Patrick Gilmore, who 
wrote “When Johnny Comes Marching Home Again” and was at the time the reigning King of the 
Bandmasters, came to Paris in 1880 he was so taken with Innes that he hatched a plan to bring 
him back to the United States and use him against Jules Levy a formidable rival. 


An account was written on how Innes ended up in the United States: 


“Gilmore went to the Follies Bergere to hear Innes play, and was astonished by this young man’s virtuos- 
ity. It had never occurred to him before, to use a trombone soloist as competition for Jules Levy, but after 
hearing Innes play, this was something different. He sent his card around with an invitation for Innes to 
join him at another cafe in Paris. As Gilmore was very convincing, it wasn’t long before he had convinced 
Innes that he should come to America to become trombone soloist of Gilmore’s Band” 


Innes was very effective as a trombonist for Gilmore and gained a tremendous following after that one summer engage- 
ment in 1880. Innes would go on to play all over the United States and Canada in major cities especially favouring World’s 
Fairs and Exhibitions. 


Airships and Mountain Scenic Rallway, 
Nitlow Grove Park, Pa. 


In 1896 Willow Grove Park was established in Pennsylvania and 
opened to the public on May 30. Keeping with the times one of 
the most important themes of an amusment park was big band 
concerts. Frederick Neil Innes was one of the first to play Willow 
Grove Park but over the years every well known band played 
here. 


The Frederick N. Innes ‘Famous Fifty’ band gave two concerts 
§ daily and it is reported they were paid $2,000 a week. 


It is said that John Philip Sousa owes his fame to the Park and indeed he played there more than any other band. Sousa 
played a yearly event there from 1901 to 1926.

This token signifies one of the rare occasions when a token was issued for use both in the United States and Canada. 
This aluminum token would admit one to any concert in the United States or Canada given in any Opera House by 
“Innes’ Famous Band”. Innes likely played the Willow Grove Park during the week indicated on the token August 23-30, 
1896 and may have handed these tokens out during that time. The reverse mentions a Children’s Souvenir Carnival and 
the date Aug. 25, 1896. This may be when the tokens were distributed. It is quite possible the tokens were well received 
and put to their use because this token is rarely encountered. In 30 years | have come across three, one was holed.

in later years modelled themselves after it. In 1909 the summer attend- 
ance was 3,000,000.

The Future of Canadian Bank Notes? 


Well besides just introducing the first Canadian “vertical” polymer bank notes, and the 2017 added security features, 
the Federal Budget 2018 brought down major news about 16 Canadian bank notes. Even Mike Hollingshead who was 
off in Cuba at the time, heard plenty, and he shared by email from Cuba, “Did | hear right that Morneau has become the 
first Canadian finance minister to demonetize some of our currency???? | guess that's the price for propping up fiat cur- 
rency?” The Bank of Canada’s last count of the affected bills in circulation, from the end of last year (2017), is as fol- 
lows: $1 bill-151,614,000; $2 bill-104,232,000; $25 bill-1,840; $500 bill—just 40; and $1,000 bill-741,638 for a 
total 256,589,518 notes representing a total face value of $1,101,782,000. These numbers do not include bank notes 
issued by the Dominion of Canada, individual provinces or defunct or chartered banks. 


Several noted numismatists and dealers (Such as Brian Bell of Geoffrey Bell Auctions / The Coin Cabinet, and our very 
own Scott Douglas) were interviewed by the media on this matter. Brian was interviewed about the $1,000 note when 
the budget came down, and here’s what he had to say, “In my view, there are quite a few (bills) out there and they’re 
just trying to get them into circulation, so that a) they know exactly where all these bank notes are, and b) they get them 
back in the bank.” 


Two of the reasons the Bank of Canada has given for this decision are: 


e Modern, polymer bills are much harder to reproduce successfully and include a number of security features that 
would have been unheard of when the older bills were printed. 
e Most cashiers might not recognize some of the more obscure ones. 


The $1 and the $2 notes were no longer issued as of 1989 and 1996, respectively, replaced with the Loonie and the 
Toonie. The $25 bill was a commemorative note that dates back over 80 years. Both it and the $500 note were discon- 
tinued shortly after they were issued in 1935. The $1,000 note was no longer issued starting in 2000, at the urging of 
the RCMP, because it was such a favourite among money launderers. The fact that you could carry tens of thousands of 
dollars in a single envelope made the bill appealing to organized crime. 


Once the bills can no longer be used as legal tender, Canadians will be able — at least for a time — to bring them to their 
local bank and they will be honoured with the equivalent amount in legal-tender currency. After this period, the notes 
can be redeemed directly through the Bank of Canada. There are currently no plans to remove legal tender status from 
any other bank notes. Whether the loss of “legal tender” status will drive down the collector value of these notes, or the 
fact that notes will be returned to the Bank of Canada thereby reducing the outstanding population and increasing the 
rarity of these notes, thereby increasing the collector value, is yet to be known. It does leave a collector in a confused 
state, take the risk of hanging onto them, or cash them in? When you considered how the chartered bank notes have 
grown in value over the years even though they are no longer legal-tender, in all likelinood, a collectors’ notes have a 
good chance of growing in value for the $1, $2 and $25. However, losing the face value on a $500 and $1,000 note is a 
different story, the collector value won’t likely hold up there. Here’s Bank of Canada images of the notes affected from 
the press release materials:

Rod Sell of the Australia Numismatic Society shared this the day after the Canada’s Federal Budget 2018 came down, 


“All Australian Government notes since 1914 are still legal tender. You have to exchange them at the Reserve Bank of 
Australia. The paper decimal notes are still accepted, but not many around and when they get to the banks, they are with- 
drawn.” 


Valuable Resource 


Mike Hollingshead shared this with the WCS members:
